CHICAGO, March 30.—The iron and 
steel industry, first in point of impor- 
tance in America, is now in the abso- 
lute control of the few men who. are 
} banded together by the strongest bonds 
of common imterest and who have, at a 
conservative estimate, not less than 
$300,000,000 at their disposal. 

The details of the transaction by 
which the simple commercial combina- 
tion was effected were mapped out in 
New York last week and the final move 
was made in Pittsburgh, Pa., and Bir- 
mingham, Ala., goday. The men in this 
immense combination are in a position 
now to say how much iron ore shall be 
converted into iron and steel and at 
what price it shall be söld. | 

‘The steel-rail pool fixed a price of $28 
a ton on steel rails at Pittsburgh and 
all other mills sold at the same price, 
with the freight from Pittsburgh ad- 
ded. This meant that the Illinois Steel 
Company could ask $29 and the Colorado 
Fuel and Iron Company $33. The mill 
that could name the lowest freight rate 
took all intermediate sales. 

The new pool makes ‘a price of $20 a 
ton on steel billets at Pittsburgh, 
which is $3 over its former price. All 
western sales agents have been notified 
of the advance and also have been no- 
tified to guarantee no sales for later 
than April delivery.

THE CAP OF THE SPHINX. 


‘COL. RAUM’S DISCOVERY CREATES 
SOME CRITICISM. 


It is Claimed the Thing is Too 
f Small to Fit the Stone Stran- 

gler’s Head—The Hole in the 
Monstrosity. . 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 

NEW YORK, March 30.—(Special Dis- 
patch.) The story that Col. Raum 
of San Francisco has discovered the 
cap of the Sphinx in Egypt, as 
‘wired a week ago, isa subject 
of much interest among New York 
antiquarians, though they are skeptical 
ae to its truth. The doubts, however, 
may be born of the natural feeling of 
envy that one who came out of the 


eastern archaeologists have failed sig- 
nally. They admit, however, that if this 
is an accurate statement of fact, it 
conveys information of much interest 
-to Egyptologists and to archaeologists. 
One paragraph of the story reads that 
“in the head of the Sphinx there is a 
hole drilled to the depth of seven feet, 
and it has Leen pretty generally agreed 
that this hole was connected with the 
cap.” It has been said by some that 
the Sphinx originally wore a cap, al- 
though not within recorded history. 


too small, as the head is 14 feet wide 


and the cap is only 4%.feet. As the 
whole of the Sphinx’s head and all of 
its massive body, 150 feet long, except 
the forepaws, is carved of solid rock, 
the necessity for the hole in the head 
for use in affixing the cap is not clear. 
Neither is it usual to hear of holes 
“drilled” by the ancients in their monu- 
ments. Col. Bonaparte Wyse many 
years ago drilled a hole twenty-seven 
feet deep in one of the shoulders of the 
Sphinx to determine whether there was 
a temple within the body. He found it 
solid rock. It is conjectured that the

Dr. John Paine, curator ot the Metro- 
politan Museum of Art in the depart- 
ment of casts, who is well- informed of 
the progress of Egyptian explorations, 
said today that he thought explor- 
ers like Marette and Maspero would 
have found anything of value in this 
temple, as they laid it bare.

WAR WILL 
The Ni Insurgents Refuse 
3 Zelaya’s Terms. 
MANAGUA caragua, via Galves- 


ton,) March 30.—The peace commission, 
consisting of Dr. Prudente Alfaro, vice- 
President of Salvador; Gen. Comlins 
of Salvador and Sefior Ramirez, Nica 
raguan Minister of Foreign Affairs, has 
returned from Paz where a confer- 
ence with the representatives of the 
insurgent Leonists has been held. The 
terms offered by President Zelaya are 
understood to be an absolute surrender 
of all arms, payment of all war ex- 
penses and surrender of the leaders for 
trial. The insurgents not only refused 
to accept these terms, but demanded 
that President Zelaya turn over to 
them the government of Nicaragua.

New Lease Must Be Made of the 
Central Pacific. 


Mr. Cannon and Mr. Sayers Discuss 
Appropriations—The House Bill 
for Capital Punishment—Bond 

Debate Promised. 


(BY TELEGRAPH TO THE TIMES.) 
WASHINGTON, O. C.,) March 30.— 
(Special Dispatch.) The full terms of 
the Pacific Railroad Funding Bill were 
decided upon at today’s meeting of the 
joint sub-committee. The bill is prac- 
tically the measure which is expected 
to pass the House by April 15. It is 
to all intents and purposes a new Dill, 
differing considerably from any of the 
measures heretofore proposed ‘and in- 
cluding a number of important con- 
cessions on the part of the railroads 
as well as some modifications of prior 
propositions. These modifications are 
perhaps more favorable to the railroad 
companies. As has been forecasted, this 
bill was constructed with the Frye bill 
as a basis, but the departure from the 
terms of the Frye bill is much further 
than was generally expected. : 
The bill is divided into two main 
parts, one affecting the Union Pacific 
and Kansas Pacific railroads, and the 
other affecting the Central Pacific rail- 
roads and the Western Pacific. The 
provisions for ascertaining the amount 
of indebtedness of these several rail- 
roads are the same as in the Frye bill, 
and the Central Pacific and Western 
Pacific are called upon to make ac- 
ceptance of the proposition of the gov- 
ernment. which is briefly and in its 
most important particulars as follows: 
They must deliver to- the United 
States a mortgage covering their entire 
properties. Under this the Central Pa- 
cific may issue its bonds, each at $1000, 
bearing interest at 2 per cent., which the 
government shall receive as provis- 
ional payment of the indebtedness.

N. Stone at Tallmadge Saturday night. 
The evidence on which the charge is 
based is largely circumstantial, Thir- 
teen years ago Strong was sent to the 
penitentiary for horse-stealing, his con- 
viction being secured by the. testimony 
of Stone. Several years later, after his 
release from prison, he was arrested 
again for the same crime and again 
convicted on the testimony of Stone. 
He gained his liberty the second time 
three weeks ago. Immediately after the 
tragedy he was suspected of the mur- 
der of Stone and his wife. 

When taken into custody today 
Strong said he was at the home of his 
sister at Ravenna, all of Saturday 
night and that he had gone to church 
Sunday morning. A search of the sis- 
ter’s house, however, resulted in the 
discovery of a suit of clothes and an 
overcoat which had been placed by a 
stove to dry. There were no blood- 
stains on the clothing, but Strong’s 
sister said she had washed the gar- 
ments in an outhouse early this morn- 
ing. In one of Strong’s pockets was 
found a railroad ticket from Ravenna 
to Kent, the latter place being within 
two miles of the scene of Saturday 
night’s tragedy. The ticket was pur- 
chased last Saturday. 

Strong: was brought here this even- 
ing and jailed. The news of the arrest 
soon spread and a big crowd assembled. 
‘There was no disorder, but Mayor Har- 
per decided to prevent an outbreak by 
ordering Battery A of the’ Light 
Artillery to assemble at its armory 
and await developments.

An Immense Prehistoric Bone. 


(Bakersfield Californian:) BMly Shan- 


non brought to town today a fragment 
of bone of what must have been one of 
the largest monsters that roamed the 
earth, ages before Adam delved and 
Eve span. The fragment in question is 
apparently the upper part of the thigh 
bone, though, not being a “bone sharp,” 
we are not able to speak authorita- 
tively. Anyhow, it is the end of a bone 
which fitted into.a socket. Across the 
face or rounded portion it measures 


eleven inches one way by about nine 


the other, with a circumfererice of twen- 
ty-five inches. The fragment is fourteen 
inches long and just above the rounded 
part it is twenty-three inches in cir 
cumference. 
ures six inches one way by four the 


other. It is not fossilized, but is in 
remarkably good state of preservation, 


showing the bony structure perfectly. 
It is a little crumbled, 
very firm and well preserved. 

The bone was found on the bed-rock 
under about eighteen feet of gravel, in 
a mine om a stream in the northern part 
of the county. From what the discov. 


erer said, it is believed that the entire 


skeleton lies buried in the vicinity of 
where this fragment was found. Judg- 
ing from the size of the bone, the ani- 
mal to which it belonged must’ have 
been fully as large as the mastodon — 
the Academy of Sciences building in 
San Francisco. 

The bone is now on exhibition at 
Ford’s grocery store. but will shortly 
be added to the Californian’s cabinet, 
having been presented to this office by 
the discoverer.

AN ANCIENT TENT SECRET. 
How the Mextéans Tell When Rain 
is Impending. 


“It is difficult for the men connected 
with the weather bureau to predict cor 
rectly what the weather is to be,” said 
G. J. Griffith yesterday. It takes the 
old settlers for that. Do you know, I 
have had for several years an unfail- 
ing index to the weather, or rather a 
means of telling in advance that a 
storm is about to falt on Southern Cal- 
ifornia? Usually this sign may be seen 
three or four days before the rain de- 
scends,giving ample time to make pro- 
Vision for the storing of hay or other 

arm produce requiring shelter. 

“I learned the secret from one of my 
employés on the Los Feliz ranch, an 
old Mexican, who revealed the same 
to me only after much hesitancy and 
Superstitious injunctions to keep the se- 
cret from ‘leaking out. I had occasion 
to test the correctness of the sign for 
so many years that I am confident 
that I can detect the approach of a 
storm long before the government ob- 
servers. In fact, I Have won several 
wagers, sometimes that the predictions 
of the bureau foretelling rain would 
not be realized, and at other times 
that rain would ‘come, and that in a 
few hours, though not a single indica- 
tion could be found in the records at 
the observer's office. 

What is this unfailing sign of mine? 
Ah, that is too valuable to pe told to 
any but the weather wise. But, after 
all, the public ought to know it. Along 
the base of the mountains bounding the 
east side of the San Fernando Valley, 
Mount Lowe 
northward past Verdugo Cafion and 
along the range beyond San Fernando, 
there is a chain of hills. Their crests 
are nowhere very high, but they form 
a notable feature of the landscape and 
can be seen from €@levated points 
within Los Angeles, the hills and tops 
of the downtown blocks. It would re- 
pay the weather observer and others 
desirous of learning the weather prob- 
abilities during the rainy season, to 
those hills. Whenever their 
crests are touched by a fleecy cloud, dis- 
tinctly outlined above their summits, 
rain may be expected.

SUICIDE BY POISON. 


Young Mexican Comes to San An- 
gweles to Destroy His Life. 


Godofiredo Yorba, a young Mexican 
from San Juan Capistrano, committed 
suicide yesterday in this city by taking 
strychnine. He came to Los Angeles 
last Saturday and: was visiting Ruiz 
Moreno at No. 517 Commercial street. 
Yesterday morning Yorba returned to 
the house, after a short stroll down- 
town, and found the sister of Moreno 
eating breakfast. He joined her, say- 
ing he would take a cup of tea with 
her. While in conversation with 
Sefiorita Moreno he was taken sud- 
denly ill, and shortly after died in con- 
vulsions. 

It was at first suspected that Moreno 
might have been enamored of the girl, 
who is about 20 years of age, and that 
he took his life on account of her fail- 
ure to reciprocate the passion. This 
theory was exploded at the inquest, 
however, where it was shown that no 
attachment existed between the pair. 
Despondency was attributed as the sole 
motive for suicide. 

The brother and sister of the young 
man came up from Capistrano, and will 
carry the remains there for interment. 
No hint had been given, by word or 
writing, of the intention of their 
brother to commit suicide, and they are 
unable to offer any explanati on, save 
that he was moody, and they ascribe 
his act to the mental anxiety under 
which he was laboring.
